Think of the eltuetlon of a young 
man called ujton as e member of hie stele to resent 
an Insult to It. oppose sn Injustice, en oppression, 
and theft tell him In the fees of thet that If he cham¬ 
pions the cause of his country he will euffer— euffer 
gross hardship, filth, mutilation, death. What la 
the result In his mind? Whit la the street of bring¬ 
ing into relief the horrors of war? The effect is 
to sanctify his act and his sacrifice. 

Whether the flood of war novels and war plays 
has strengthened the cause of peace or not the author 
does not care to say positively. “In so far as they 
merely heighten the effect of war’s horror." he argues, 
"they will, unless the horror results in something more 
than the stirring of the emotions, and prompts an 
effort to penetrate the moral and intellectual error 
which produces the situation out of which war arises;

It is hard to disagree with them. 

The meaning of this new trend is clear. The 
odds of death tn an auto accident have been shortened. 
In 1930 there was one death in every twenty-six 
accidents; last year there was one death in every 
twenty-live. 

Nor does the indictment against the motorist stop 
there. The pedestrian seems to be getting more 
cautious: accidents involving pedestrians fell off 
markedly in the United Stales last year. Deaths re¬ 
sulting from collisions between two automobiles, on 
the other hand, shot up twenty-four per cent, and 
.deaths resulting from autos colliding with fixed ob¬ 
jects—such, for instance, as lamp posts—also In¬ 
creased materially. 

This makes extremely unpleasant leading. It in¬ 
dicates that the average motorist must realize more 
clearly than ever before the exact nature of the re¬ 
sponsibility that rests on his shoulders when he starts 
out for a drive. It indicates that stale and municipal 
supervision of driving is not nearly stringent enough. 
It indicates, in fact, that we still fail to appreciate 
the great seriouuiess of our automobile traffic death 
problem.
